cast, is th" greatest single contribution 
toward t h e peac*' of Europe made since 
the war. And it is an agreement made 
w i t h o u t 
the assistance of the T'nited 


States, but solely by nations which a. few 
years- ago were engaged in a life and death 
.struggle and v. hidi have been accused ever 
since of a malicious purpose to renew these 
hostilities at the first opportunity. Jnthe 
face of this spirit of accommodation and 
good will it would not well comport the 
United States to withhold its cooperation 
in making the world court a great, tri- 
bunal of international justice. 
"We, can- 


not afford as a nation to adopt the Borah 
policy of isolation and ostracism of Europe 
in its valid and f a i t h f u l efforts to reestab- 
lish peace on an enduring basis.
